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Features of Energy-Efficient Housing: A Checklist

The* efficient use of energy in the home has become an important consideration for 
consumers. Although modirn technology has provided many alternative forms of 
housing, the conventional single-family residence continues to be the norm. If con- 
sumers are to evaluate the 'advertising claims for energy-«fficient houses made by 
builders across the country^ they need information about what constitutes the 
.energy-efficient* home package. The following checklist is designed to help consum- 
ers assess, the energy efficiency of a house in five areas: siting and orientation, 
thermal resistance, air-leakage, serving systems, and attic ventilation. 

It is important to remember that energy efficiency is dependent not only on the 
design and construction of a*hous#, but also on the energy use habits of those who 
live in it. Building a home to be energy-efficient will reduce energy costs only if the 
occupants are committed to an energy^fficient lifestyle 1 .
